Bidder Faces Loss 
Of Half Million On 
San Gabriel Dam

Although officially accepted by 
the board of supervisors as the 
contractor on San Gabriel Darn 
No. 2, Merritt. Chapman & Scott, 
San Pedro contractors, today en¬ 
deavored to withdraw their bids 
because of an asserted error of 
approximately $4255,000. The bid 
jvas accepted by the board de¬ 
spite the company's requested re¬ 
lease without prejudice, after 
Chief County Flood Control En¬ 
gineer E. C. Eaton reported “the 
low bidder is financially respon¬ 
sible" and recommended the com¬ 
pany to be held to the figure. 

J." L. Skolfield, vice-president of 
the concern, declared a check-up 
had discovered a small item which 
"in the continuous work on the 
construction of the job runs into 
a cost close to $500,000.” 

A 15-day period is allowed the 
company in which to sign the 
contract. Failure to sign will 
cause the concern to forfeit its 
bidder’s bond of $160,000. The 
Merritt, Chapman & Scott bid 
was $432,106 lower than the sec¬ 
ond low bid, $1,228,711 under the 
highest bid, and $1,227,256 under 
the estimated cost of the job 
made by the county engineer. 

Construction of the project will 
begin almost immedately after 
the contraversy has been ironed 
out and the contract signed.

M ANY of the perennials plants ] 
bloom during the summer 
months and some of the an- i 
nuals. We will list a few of the 
most desirable ones. 

Penstemons bloom over a long 
season. They come in all shades 
of pink and red. The red variety 
called “Sierra Madre,” bloom al¬ 
most all the year. 

Statice Perezii. with its large 
panicles of purplish-blue flowers 
is always in bloom and is showy 
in the 'garden. It combines well 
with all other colors. The flowers 
when cut and dried will last in¬ 
definitely. , 

Tritoma or Red Hot Poker is 
an unusually attractive summer 
flowering plant. The foliage is 
I grass-like and it sends up tall 
I flower stalks with heads of rich 
j orange and scarlet. Clumps of the 
Tritoma scattered about the gar¬ 
den among low growing shrub¬ 
bery will do a lot towards giving 
it color. They are especially fine 
for the Spanish type house. 

Petunias are of easy culture 
and are very colorful. For a mass 
of color the Rosy Morn Petunia is 
one of the best. However, the 
large ruffled varieties are very 
interesting to grow and they come 
in many shades and variations in 
their markings. 

Verbenas are for low borders 
and for covering ground. They 
come in pink, red and lavender or 
purple. They are easy to grow. 

Ivy Geraniums to cover ground 
or bush geraniums for pots or 
hedges are bright and cheerful. 
The new geranium called Maxine 
Kevalesky is quite a stunning 
thing to grow in pots on a sunny 
hot porch or wall. The color is a 
brilliant orange and quite dif¬ 
ferent from the ordinary reds and 
pinks. 

Canims will bloom during the 
hot summer months and give lots 
of color to the garden. They need 
plenty of room and water and 
most people do not give them 
enough of either. 

Delphinium if nicely grown 
will add a lot to any garden. 

; They are not the easiest things 
‘ to grow as they have several 
> enemies such as mildew, which 
• blights the foliage, and snails, 

: which will just eat them up. My 


advice would be, if you want to 
grow delphinium, to keep Snarol 
well scattered about the garden, 
especially in the vicinity of the 
delphiniums and also dust the 
plants occasionally with sulphur. 
The are so beautiful, though, it 
is worth your while to fuss with 
them a little. 

Dahlias if planted late in the 
Spring should be in their prime 
in August, They should be planted 
back of all other flowers as they 
will grow tall and hide everything
